SYNOPSIS 


On October 28, 2015, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Albert Maldonado and Sergeant Dan Peacock responded to Temple 
Station regarding a use of force resulting in a skeletal fracture. The case was 
originally written as a Supervisors Inquiry regarding an alleged use of force by 
Temple Station Sergeant David Davis. Temple Station Captain Coronne Jacob 
read the allegation of force investigation and determined it met the requirements 
of an IAB response. Sergeant Dan Peacock was assigned with the responsibility 
of the administrative review of the incident. 


On June 12, 2015, Temple Station deputies responded to M ongden Avenue, 
regarding a battery just occurred call. They contacted the informant (Witness 
in the “Walgreens” parking lot, Witness 
advised deputies she arrived home at approximately 2100 hours. 
en she walked in the door of the residence, she saw herfi] Eduardo Perez, 
sitting in the living room of the residence holding a bottle or whiskey. 


IAB Note: According to Witness D Eduardo Perez was 
a chronic alcoholic who was suffering from

Seeing her holding the bottle of whiskey and assuming he was drinking and 
making his medical condition worse, Witness took the bottle of whiskey from 
Eduardo Perez and poured the contents of the bottle onto the floor of the bathroom. 
As SR xited the bathroom, Eduardo Perez grabbed her right elbow 
area of her arm with his right hand and pulled her arm in a downward motion. 

lost her balance and fell to the floor on her right side. Eduardo Perez 
also fell forward and onto the floor, next to 
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laced both of her hands onto the floor and attempted to push herself 
up to her feet. Eduardo Perez grabbed EEE left elbow with his left hand, and 
held it so she could not get up. Eduardo Perez used his right fist and punched 

pproximately five times in her stomach. 2: able to 
break away from Eduardo Perez's grasp and stood to her feet. She shouted to 
him she was going to call the police. _— exited the residence and 
walked to the street and awaited the deputies’ arrival. 


Deputies walked to apartment which was on the second floor. They knocked 
on the door and announced their presence. Eduardo Perez answered the door 
and the deputies detained him, pending a battery investigation. Deputies 
interviewed Eduardo Perez and asked him what happened. He stated he was only 
holding a bottle of whiskey and not drinking from it. [arrived home 
and saw him holding the bottle and assumed he was drinking from it. 
grabbed the bottle from his hands with her right hand and pushed him back with 
her left hand. Eduardo stepped back and released his grasp on the bottle. 
poured out the contents of the bottle while in the bathroom, then walked out. 
Eduardo grabbed her right elbow in an attempt to stop her and speak with her. 
pulled her elbow away from Eduardo’s hold and he fell forward, losing his 
balance, and landing on the floor on his right arm. then left the residence 
and called Temple Sheriffs Station. 


After their investigation with Eduardo Perez, deputies handcuffed him behind his 
back and escorted him out of the residence. Deputy Johnsen held onto his right 
arm and Deputy Mh -0 his left arm. Deputies were concerned regarding his 
ability to walk due to him being under the influence of alcohol. As they assisted 
him in walking, Eduardo Perez dropped his body weight as if he could not walk any 
further. Deputies Johnsen and Bc their bodies rigid and help Eduardo 
up with their arms so he did not hit the floor. Both deputies heard a loud “pop” 
noise and did not realize where it came from. Eduardo Perez did not complain of 
any pain.

On February 22, 2016, Deputy Johnsen was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Dan 
Peacock and Luan Dang. The interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau office. Representing Deputy Johnsen during the interview was Attorney 
Amanda Waters from the law firm of Green and Shinee. Following is a summary 
of the interview: 


Deputy Johnsen said he was assigned to work unit 53F at Temple Station. Unit

The deputies formulated 
a tactical plan and walked up the south stairs to the apartment where Suspect 
Perez was. After Suspect Perez opened the door to the residence, Deputy 
Johnsen contacted him. He immediately smelled the strong odor of an alcoholic 
beverage emitting from his person. 


Deputies entered the residence and interviewed Suspect Perez. He was detained 
and placed in handcuffs without incident. He advised deputies he needed a cane 
to assist him in walking. Deputy Johnsen advised him they could not let him use 
his cane and were going to assist him while descending the stairs. He assisted 
Suspect Perez by placing his left forearm under the armpit of Suspect Perez's right 
arm. Deputy| also held him in a manner to help him walk. They exited the 
residence and began to walk the second story walkway, toward the south stairs. 


Shortly after exiting the residence, Suspect Perez stumbled and the deputies made 


their arms rigid and held him upright. They stopped for a brief moment to make 
sure he was able to continue. They continued to walk toward the stairwell. 
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They arrived at the top of the stairs and Suspect Perez suddenly dropped his body 
weight to the floor. Deputy Johnsen immediately made his arm rigid to support 
Suspect Perez's body weight. When this occurred, Deputy Johnsen heard a 
“popping” noise come from Suspect Perez's shoulder area. Both deputies guided 
Suspect Perez to a seated position on the floor so he could sit and rest. They 
asked Suspect Perez if he was injured or in pain. Suspect Perez said he was not 
and the deputies assisted him to his feet to continue descending the stairs. 


They walked down approximately ten stairs to the landing and stopped a third time 
to let Suspect Perez rest. After approximately ten seconds, they descended the 
remaining stairs and walked to the street. The deputies sat him in the rear seat of 
a nearby radio car. 


Once Suspect Perez was detained in the radio car, Deputy Johnsen walked toward 
the “Walgreens” and used his radio car to call for the field sergeant, Sergeant 
Davis. Los Angeles County Fire Department arrived and treated Suspect Perez. 
Suspect Perez was transported to Arcadia Methodist Hospital by American 
Medical Response (AMR) ambulance #531. 


Deputy Johnsen told IAB Investigators he did not believe Suspect Perez was 
uncooperative or resistive to his efforts in any way during his contact with him and 
believed the reason he stopped walking and dropped his body weight, was due to 
a medical condition and his alcohol intoxication.

After Suspect Perez opened the door to the residence, Deputy J 
stayed in the room with Deputy Johnsen and Suspect Perez while other deputies 
cleared the location. He immediately smelled the strong odor of an alcoholic 
beverage emitting from his person and indicated his health look poor and he 
appeared frail. Deputy did not see any injuries on Suspect Perez. 


After interviewing Suspect Perez, he was detained and placed in handcuffs without 
incident. Suspect Perez advised deputies he needed a cane to assist him in 
walking. Deputy Johnsen advised him they were going to assist him while 
descending the stairs. Deputy lessisted Suspect Perez by placing his right 
forearm under Suspect Perez's left armpit. Deputy EE held him in a manner 
to help Suspect walk erect and hold up his body weight to walk without his cane. 
They exited the residence and began to walk the second story walkway, toward 
the south stairs. Deputylstated it was an extremely slow walk to the stairs. 


Shortly after exiting the residence, Suspect Perez dropped his body weight like he 
could not walk anymore. Deputy tated he held Suspect Perez up so he 
did not land on his buttocks and possibly injure himself. Deputy asked 
Suspect Perez if he was okay and if he could continue to walk. Suspect Perez 
insured the deputies he could continue. Both deputies assisted Suspect Perez to 
his feet and they walked toward the stairs.

Deputies lifted him again and they 
continued to walk toward the stairwell. Deputy said Suspect Perez never 
said he was injured, in pain, or in need of medical attention. 


The trio reached to top of the stairs and began to descend them. They walked 
down approximately twelve stairs and reached the landing. Suspect Perez told 
Deputies MJ and Johnsen he needed to rest and he sat on the landing for 
approximately 30 seconds. Deputy Masked Suspect Perez if he was ready 
to continue and the again assisted him to his feet. They walked down the 
remainder of the stairs, onto the walkway toward the front of the apartment 
complex. Once in front, deputies sat him in the rear seat of a radio car without 
further incident. 


Deputy M 2r the request for the Los Angeles County Fire Department to 
come to their location to examine Suspect Perez because of the noise they heard 
come from his body, his alcohol intoxication, and his frail appearance. Deputy 

was still at the location when paramedics arrived and examined Suspect 
Perez. He was close enough to hear their conversation with him. 
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He heard the paramedics tell another deputy they believed Perez sustained a 
fractured arm and had him exit the radio car. Paramedics placed Suspect Perez 
onto a gurney and prepared him to be transported to the hospital via ambulance. 


Deputy HM io IAB Investigators he did not believe Suspect Perez was 
uncooperative or resistive to their efforts in any way during his contact with him 
and believed the reason he stopped walking and dropped his body weight, was 
due to a medical condition and his alcohol intoxication. 


IAB Investigators showed Deputy M an overhead view of the apartment 
complex and the “Walgreens” parking lot. Deputy llindicated there is no way 
anyone would be able to see the stairwell if they were to stand in the parking lot, 
due to the fact there was a large wall between the two properties. He also indicated 
the stairwell is on the west side of the building and was blocked by the east side 
of the building (see attached overhead map). 


SUSPECT EDUARDO PEREZ 


On June 12, 2015, Eduardo Perez was interviewed by Temple Station Sergeant 
David Davis. The interview was conducted at Arcadia Methodist Hospital and the 
interview was videotaped [see videotaped interview of Suspect Perez 
submitted with this casebook as Exhibit EJ]. Following is a summary of the 
interview: 


Suspect Perez said deputies entered his apartment and searched and handcuffed 
him. Deputies advised him he was being detained and had to exit the apartment 
and walk downstairs. Perez told the deputies he needed his cane to walk and the 
deputies told him they would assist him while walking. Suspect Perez said the 
deputies “pushed him around and shoved me down the stairs.” He indicated the 
deputies “picked me up and took me the rest of the way down the stairs.” The 
deputies sat Perez in the back seat of a radio car. 


Sergeant Davis asked Perez to clarify what he meant by “pushed you around.” 
Suspect Perez said they kept pushing him forward and stated they would help him 
walk. Suspect Perez said he did not stop and rest at any time during their walk 
down the stairs to the front of the complex. 


Suspect Perez told Sergeant Davis he did not have any pain in his arm and did not 
know he was injured in any way. He also said he was not drinking alcohol before 
the incident with his E 


On June 13, 2015, at 1834 hours, Eduardo Perez was interviewed by Temple 
Station Sergeant Xe Ho. The interview was conducted at Suspect Perez’ 
residence after he was discharged from the hospital. The interview was 
videotaped [see videotaped interview of Suspect Perez submitted with this 
casebook as Exhibit E]. Following is a summary of the interview: 
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Suspect Perez told Sergeant Ho the deputies handcuffed him and escorted him 
out of the residence. He lost his balance in the middle of the stairway. He told the 
deputies to let go of his arms and asked to hold onto the stair rails. Deputies told 
Perez they would carry him the rest of the way down the stairs. Suspect Perez 
insisted he would have walked with one arm or with the use of his cane. Perez 
told Sergeant Ho he did not have any medical problems, but indicated he had 
previously broken his hip.

David Davis. The interview was conducted via telephone and was audio recorded. 
[See audiotaped interview of Witness il cbrntted with this casebook as 
Exhibit G]. Following is a summary of the interview: 


Sergeant Davis asked Tiere she though Suspect Perez received any 
injuries during their altercation inside of the residence. i: she could not 
be sure, but indicated he usually injures himself when he drinks alcohol. She also 
stated he falls and injures himself after drinking and leaves blood and food spilled 
on the floors. She told him she did not know what injury he was talking about since 
he injures himself constantly. 


HR tates she did not assault Suspect Perez at any time during their 
altercation and insisted he pulled her to the ground and also fell himself. She said 
after he pulled her down, he fell to the floor and landed on his arms and hands.

On January 20, 2016, Deputy Richard Dee was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Dan Peacock and James Jordan. The interview was conducted 
at Temple Sheriff Station. Following is a summary of the interview: 


On June 12, 2015, Deputy Dee and his partner, Deputy Tang, were working 
Temple Station on P.M. Shift. They responded to the call on Longden Avenue and 
contacted | iQ the “Walgreens” parking lot. told them 
she was a victim of a Battery by her| Eduardo Perez. told them he 


was inside of their residence and was under the influence of alcohol. The deputies 
implemented a tactical plan and approached the apartment. 


Once at the front door of the apartment, Eduardo Perez opened the door and 
Deputy Dee smelled the strong odor of alcohol and noticed Eduardo Perez had 
trouble maintaining his balance. Deputy Dee also noticed Eduardo Perez was 
bleeding form his ankle and later learned it was an old injury. Deputy Dee saw 
Eduardo Perez being detained with his hands behind his back and left the 
apartment. 


He exited the apartment before Eduardo Perez and the other deputies to contact 

gain. Deputy Dee did not witness Eduardo Perez being escorted 
down the stairs or being seated in the radio car. Deputy Dee eventually found out 
Eduardo Perez was injured and was being transported to Arcadia Methodist 
Hospital via ambulance. 


Deputy Dee and Deputy Tang responded to the hospital and interviewed Eduardo 
Perez. He told Deputy Dee “you guys” caused his injury and he appeared in pain. 
Deputy Dee said he was present at the hospital when Eduardo Perez was 
interviewed by Sergeant Davis, but was not involved with the interview in any way. 
Deputy Dee went to Temple Station and prepared the original crime report. 


Witness Deputy Hao Tang 


On January 25, 2016, Deputy Hao Tang was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Dan Peacock and James Jordan. The interview was conducted at 
Men's Central Jail. Following is a summary of the interview: 


On June 12, 2015, Deputy Tang and his partner, Deputy Dee, were working Unit 
52 at Temple Station on P.M. Shift They responded to the call on Longden 
Avenue and Deputy Dee contacted ae, the “Walgreens” parking lot. 
Deputy Tang remained seated in the car. He said Deputy Dee went up to the 
apartment with several deputies and came down approximately ten minutes later. 
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Deputy Dee asked Deputy Tang to aprotic she was in the 
arking lot and have her write a statement. Depu ang approached 
ind wrote down her personal information. He gave her the blank paper an 
asked her to write a statement of what happened prior to their arrival. 


Deputy Tang was then asked to take pictures of Eduardo Perez. He found 
Eduardo Perez seated in the rear passenger seat of a radio car being treated by 
paramedics. Deputy Tang did not hear the conversation between Eduardo Perez 
and the paramedics but indicated he did not complain of any pain. Deputy Tang 
saw Eduardo Perez being placed on a gurney and eventually learned he sustained 
a fractured arm. 


Deputy Tang said he never saw any deputies use force on Eduardo Perez. He 
also said Perez was never resistive or uncooperative toward them. After the call, 
Deputies Tang and Dee drove back to Temple Station to prepare their reports and 
book the pictures and the written statement into evidence. Deputies Tang and Dee 
went to the hospital to assist Sergeant Davis interview Eduardo Perez regarding 
his allegations. He was holding the video camera and did not listen to the 
questions asked by Sergeant Davis. 


WITNESS DEPUTY JAMES JOHNSON 


On February 22, 2016, Deputy James Johnson was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeant Dan Peacock. The interview was conducted at Temple Sheriff 
Station. Following is a summary of the interview: 


On June 12, 2015, Deputy Johnson and his partner, Deputy Shue, were working 
Temple Station on P.M. Shift. They responded to the call on Longden Avenue and 
contacted other deputies who were interviewing A in the “Walgreens” 
parking lot. ic deputies her| was inside of their residence and was 
under the influence of alcohol. The deputies implemented a tactical plan and 
approached the apartment. Deputy Johnson’s duty in the tactical plan was the use 
of lethal force should it have been necessary. 


Once at the front door of the apartment, Deputy Jeff Johnsen knocked on the door 
and announced their presence. Eduardo Perez eventually opened the door and 
Deputy Jeff Johnsen detained him. Witness Deputy James Johnson smelled the 
strong odor of alcohol coming from Eduardo Perez. Deputy Johnson said he 
remained with Deputy Jeff Johnsen and Eduardo Perez until he was handcuffed 
behind his back. He then conducted a protective sweep of the residence with 
Deputy Shue. Deputy James Johnson remembered Eduardo Perez required 
assistance with walking, but did not know if it was for medical reasons or his alcohol 
intoxication. 


Deputies Johnsen and eft the apartment with Eduardo Perez. Moments 
later, while still inside of the apartment, Deputy Johnson looked down the second 
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floor walkway and saw Eduardo Perez seated on the floor. Deputy James Johnson 
knew deputies Johnsen and HS owed Eduardo Perez to rest before walking 
down the flight of stairs. 


Deputy Johnson recalled Eduardo Perez sitting down another time in the middle 
of descending the flight of stairs. Once Eduardo Perez reached the bottom of the 
stairs, he was escorted to a radio car and placed in the rear seat. 


Once Deputy Johnson exited the residence, he talked to Eduardo Perez while he 
was detained in the radio car. He noticed a cut to his foot and asked how he 
received that injury. Eduardo Perez told him it was an old injury. 


Deputy Johnson said while he was having a conversation with Eduardo Perez, he 
never complained of any pain and never said he was injured in any way. Deputy 
Johnson stated he did not see Eduardo Perez being resistive or uncooperative 
toward the deputies. 


Based on seeing his injury to his leg, Deputy Johnson requested paramedics come 
to his location to medically evaluate Eduardo Perez. He did not recall hearing 
Eduardo Perez sustained any injuries or a fractured arm from his contact with 
deputies. Deputy Johnson authored a supplemental report of his observations and 
actions. 


WITNESS DEPUTY HENRY SHUE 


On January 20, 2016, Deputy Henry Shue was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Dan Peacock and James Jordan. The interview was conducted 
at Temple Sheriff Station. Following is a summary of the interview: 


On June 12, 2015, Deputy Shue and his partner, Deputy James Johnson, were 


working Temple Station Unit 51 on P.M. Shift. They responded to the call on 
Longden Avenue and saw other deputies neve A in the 
“Walgreens” parking lot. EEko deputies her was inside of their 


residence, was under the influence of alcohol, and wanted the deputies to arrest 
him for assaulting her. He recalled ae: them her [had 
a The deputies implemented a tactical plan and approached the apartment. 
Deputy Shue’s duty in the tactical plan was the use of the Taser should it have 
been necessary. 


Deputy Shue was standing next to the apartment door when it opened. He 
immediately smelled the strong odor an alcoholic beverage emitting from Eduardo 
Perez. They entered the residence. Deputy Shue and Deputy Johnson conducted 
a protective sweep of the residence while other deputies detained and handcuffed 
Eduardo Perez. 
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Deputy Shue recalled two deputies assisting Eduardo Perez while walking out of 
the residence by placing their arms under his armpits. Deputy Shue remained 
inside of the residence while Eduardo Perez was escorted outside and down to the 
stairs. When he left the apartment, he saw the deputies and Eduardo Perez began 
descending the stairs. Deputy Shue recovered a pair of shoes from inside and 
locked the front door. He said by the time he made it to the bottom of the stairs, 
Eduardo Perez was already detained in the rear seat of a radio car. 


Deputy Shue then walked toward the “Walgreens” parking lot to assist Deputy 
Tang. He saw the Fire Department arrived but did not know why they were called 
to the location. He eventually learned Eduardo Perez sustained a fractured arm. 


Deputy Shue did not see any deputies use force against Eduardo Perez. He and 
his partner left the location and drove to Temple Station where they both authored 
a report documenting their actions and observations. 


WITNESS DEPUTY CHRISTOPEHR BLOMQUIST 


On February 1, 2016, Deputy Christopher Blomquist was interviewed by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeant Dan Peacock. The interview was conducted at Internal 
Affairs Bureau. Following is a summary of the interview: 


On June 12, 2015, Deputy Blomquist was working Temple Station Unit 52T1 on 
P.M. Shift. He assigned himself as an assisting unit to a battery just occurred call 
on Longden Avenue. Upon arrival, several other units had already arrived and 


were talking to the victim, in the parking lot of the “Walgreens.” 


He was advised by other deputies that a battery did occur and the suspect was in 
an upstairs apartment. The deputies implemented a tactical plan and approached 
the apartment. Deputy Blomquist’s duty in the tactical plan was the use of the 
radio should it have been necessary. Deputies knocked on the apartment door 
and announced their presence. Deputy Blomquist immediately smelled the strong 
odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting from Eduardo Perez. He noticed Eduardo 
Perez’ gait was unsteady and was slurring his words. 


While deputies were talking to Eduardo Perez, Deputy Blomquist noticed he was 
verbally resistive by attempting to delay the deputies’ efforts to go outside and 
continue their investigation. He was saying, “Why can’t we just talk in here,” and 
“Give me a minute to find my shoes.” 


Deputy Blomquist recalled one deputy assisting Eduardo Perez while he was 
walking. He stated he was approximately 15 feet behind when Eduardo Perez 
began to descend the stairs. There was a delay while walking down the stairs, but 
Deputy Blomquist was not in a position to see what was going on. When Eduardo 
Perez reached the bottom of the stairs and was walking toward the street, Deputy 
Blomquist saw he was still being escorted toward the radio car. In his opinion, it 
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did not appear as if any deputies were holding him up. He saw deputies place 
Eduardo Perez in the back seat of a radio car. 


After Eduardo Perez was placed in the rear of the radio car, he walked back to his 
car which was approximately 75 feet away. He could not see the radio car Eduardo 
Perez was seated in. Deputy Blomquist was present when the paramedics arrived, 
but did not know why the request was made. He walked to the radio car where 
Eduardo Perez was. Deputy Johnson advised him Eduardo Perez may have 
possibly fractured his arm. He saw Eduardo Perez was placed in an ambulance 
and transported to a hospital. 


Deputy Blomquist spoke to Sergeant Davis and advised him what he observed. 
He said Sergeant Davis told him he did not have to author a report, due to the fact 
he did not witness anything. Deputy Blomquist then drove to the station to end his 
shift. He went back to the location the next night with Sergeant Ho and video 
recorded the allegation of force interview with Eduardo Perez. 


WITNESS SERGEANT DAVID DAVIS 


On February 8, 2016, Sergeant David Davis was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeant Dan Peacock. The interview was conducted at Temple Sheriff 
Station. Following is a summary of the interview: 


On June 12, 2015, Sergeant Davis was working Temple Station Field Sergeant, 
Unit 50S on Early Morning Shift. He said deputies requested him to respond to 
the Longden Avenue address. When he arrived, he parked in the “Walgreens” 
parking lot and contacted Deputy Jeff Johnsen. Deputy Johnsen explained 
Suspect Eduardo Perez possibly sustained a fractured arm during his contact with 
deputies. Deputy Johnsen explained he did not know how the injury occurred 
specifically. Deputy Johnsen told Sergeant Davis they heard a “pop” sound 
coming from Suspect Perez while they escorted him down the stairs of the location. 


Sergeant Davis said the deputies told him they made contact with Suspect Perez. 
He was cooperative but had been drinking and they had placed his hands behind 
his back and handcuffed him without incident. The deputies were escorting him 
down the stairs. He told the deputies he needed his cane to help him walk. The 
deputies explained to Eduardo Perez they would help him walk down the stairs 
and one deputy was on each side and as they were descending the stairs. Suspect 
Perez dropped his weight on his own. The deputies attempted to prevent him from 
falling and hurting himself by making themselves rigid, in order to keep him from 
falling down. That happened once or twice as they were going from the apartment 
down to the radio car. 


Eduardo Perez was transported via ambulance to Arcadia Methodist Hospital. 


Sergeant Davis went to the hospital to interview Eduardo Perez regarding the 
incident. 
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Eduardo Perez told Sergeant Davis the deputies responded and contacted him. 
He was cooperative with the deputies and they handcuffed him behind his back. 
While they were escorting him out of the residence, he told the deputies he needed 
his cane to assist him with walking. The deputies escorted him down the stairs 
and the deputies pushed him, but did not elaborate how they did that. Eduardo 
Perez told Sergeant Davis the deputies did not allow him to rest at all. Sergeant 
Davis did not have any inclination the deputies used force against Eduardo Perez. 


Eduardo Perez told Sergeant Davis he thought the deputies broke his arm while 
they were escorting him down the stairs to the radio car. He never indicated he 
was possibly injured during the altercation with his

WITNESS PARAMEDIC BRIAN DAVY 


On February 22, 2016, Paramedic Brian Davy was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeant Dan Peacock. The interview was conducted at Fire Station 47, 
located at 5946 Kauffman Ave, Temple City. Following is a summary of the 
interview: 


Witness Davy recalled the incident and said he responded to the address on 
Longden Avenue. He recalled it was in the evening hours and was told by the 
deputies they were escorting Eduardo Perez down a flight of stairs while he was 
hand cuffed. He was told the deputies heard a “pop” sound from his shoulder area 
of his body and asked Witness Davy to evaluate him 


Witness Davy recalled Eduardo Perez was belligerent when he contacted him and 
he was under the influence of alcohol. Witness Davy did not recall seeing any 
obvious injuries to his arm, but did recall he did not complain of any pain. 


Witness Davy recalled he did feel some crepitus in his arm that concerned him. 
Witness Davy told Eduardo Perez he needed to go to the hospital, but he was so 
intoxicated, he did not want to go. Witness Davy convinced Eduardo Perez to go 
to the hospital. He was transported via ambulance and taken to Arcadia Methodist.
